3. REQUI REMENTS:

3.1 Notify the Commandi ng Oficer's designated
representative in witing of equipnent, systens, circuits,
conponents, piping, and valves that require isolation to acconplish
work in the Work Item before any work is started on each individual
Wrk Itemso that tag-outs can be acconplished as required by
ship's instructions, acconplishing the requirenents of 2.a.

3.1.1 DANGER tag-out procedures shall be in accordance
with 2.a and 2.b.

3.1.2 Ship's Force personnel will position equipnent to
achi eve required isol ation, deenergization, and depressurization,
and install tags when tag-out of equipnent, systens, circuits,
conponents, piping, or valves is required.

3.1.2.1 NAVSH PREPFAC Shi p Superintendent (Supt)
or Barge Manager will acconplish the requirenments of 3.1.2 for
unmanned craft and barges.
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3.2 Verify use of sufficient tags to prevent operation of
equi pnent, systens, circuits, conponents, piping, or valves from
all stations that coul d exercise control.

3.2.1 Ensure the isolation, deenergization, and
depressurization of nechanical, electrical, electronics, and
pressure systens have been acconpli shed.

3.2.2 Avrepair activity's designated representative
shall legible print nanme, NSRF | D badge nunber or gate pass nunber
i ssued by COWFLEACT Yokosuka Japan, identify activity, and sign on
a ship's tag-out record sheet and tags after installation,
indicating repair activity satisfaction with the conpl et eness of
the tag-out and alerting personnel renoving tags that repair
activity concurrence is required.

3.2.2.1 Submt one legible copy of a programto
be utilized to train repair activity's designated representatives
I n accordance wth Paragraph 1.4 of 2.a to NAVSH PREPFAC
Cccupational Safety and Health O fice, Code 120.

3.3 Post warning signs and barriers and install tenporary
positive neans to prevent closure or novenent of conponents that
create a safety hazard at hull and deck openi ngs.

3.4 Install and maintain blanks, painted bl aze orange, on
pi pi ng, val ves, equipnment, ventilation system and conponents being
stored, installed, or renoved, and on openi ngs aboard ship
resulting fromthe renoval s, i medi ately upon each renoval. The
use of cloth, polyvinyl sheet, paper, and tape as bl anks is
pr ohi bi t ed.

3.4.1 Blanks installed on equi pnent, valves, and piping
openings in systens which are subject to pressure shall be in
accordance with 2.c¢c to withstand maxi mum system pressure and
secured in place with gaskets and fasteners in accordance with 2.d
and 2. e.

3.4.2 Blanks installed on openings in equipnent,
val ves, and pi ping systens not subject to pressure shall preclude
entry of foreign material and protect flanges and threaded areas.

3.4.3 Renove blanks installed in 3.4 imrediately prior
to installing piping, valves, or equipnent.

3.4.4 Install cofferdamto over hull openings/
penetrations in accordance with Chapter 22 of 2.b, using 2.f for
gui dance, prior to renoving or installing equipnent, valves, or
pi pi ng when the repair activity elects and is authorized to
acconplish work which results in a |oss of two-valve protection.

3.4.4.1 Renove each cofferdam upon conpl eti on of
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the subject work in accordance with Chapter 22 of 2.b, using 2.f
for gui dance.

3.5 Install identification tags on each renoved piping
section, valve, ventilation system and equi pnent indicating the
| ocation, system ship's name and hull nunber, and Job Order nunber
prior to renoval fromsystem Tags nust endure repair process.

3.6 Tape and insul ate cable ends di sconnected from equi prment
to prevent shorting out or grounding in the event a systemis
accidental ly energi zed.

3.6.1 Tag each cable indicating circuit nunber and
| ocati on of panel and fuse box energi zi ng cabl e.

3.6.2 Install dust covers on equi pnent connectors
foll owi ng di sconnection of cable plugs.

3.7 Do not disturb, nodify, renove, energize, or operate any
switch, fitting, valve, or other equipnent affixed with a ship's
i sol ati on or DANGER tag.

3.7.1 Do not renove or relocate ship's isolation or
DANGER t ags.

3.7.2 Verify renoval and clearance of all isolation or
DANCGER tags in accordance with ship's instruction before the
equi pnent is operationally tested or operated.

3.8 Notify the Commanding Oficer's designated
representative i medi ately when the repair activity's work is
conpl eted and the system piping, or circuit is ready for
activation to acconplish renoval of tags.

3.8.1 The repair activity's representative shall sign
the ship's tag-out | og sheet to show concurrence in tag renoval and
cl earance before renoval

3.8.2 Ship's Force personnel will renove tags after
repair activity's concurrence and cl earance has been recorded and
renoval is authorized by the Conmanding O ficer's designated
representative.

3.8.2.1 The Ship Supt or the Barge Manager wil |l
acconplish the requirenments of 3.8.2 for unmanned craft and barges.

4. NOTES:

4.1 Wen a conponent is tagged nore than once, a DANGER tag
t akes precedence over other tags.

4.2 The diver services to install/renove cofferdans will be
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specified in the invoking Wrk Item

4.3 Repair activity neans NAVSH PREPFAC or contractor that
acconplishes the specific requirenents of the Job O der.

4.4 NAVSH PREPFAC Repair O ficer, Code 330 will be the
desi gnated representative for unmanned craft and barges.

4.5 The term"shipyard(s)" as used in 2.a neans a public
Naval Shipyard or a NAVSEA 04XQ approved new construction shipyard.
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
